HALE, a Somers, or & DENMAN, would 
have been found, to set the heel of the 
law upon the veck of sucha tribunal and 
stamp out its life. We can hardly ima- 
gine an English lawyer, ERSKINE oF 
BRovUGHAM, for example, offering such 
an argument before the Court of King’s 
Bench, in defence of Military Commis- 


“AM and CHIPMAN, were not ashamed 
to make, te the scandal, and, as far as 
they could disgrace it, to the disgrace of 
the legal profession. For, to the honor 
of that profession, if is to be said that it 
bas rarely become the advocate or apolo- 
gist of usurpations and judicial murders : 
thongh England has had some Attorneg- 
Generals, when she had such judges as 
Jerrerixes and Scroces, who were 
willing to pervert the law to murder in- 
noecent men and gratify the bloody de- 
sires of power. An attorney prosecating 
for the government, who could so far 
forget his loyalty to law, as to argue in 
favot of the ‘jurisdiction ’ (God save the 
mark!) of Military Commissions to try 
women, ought to be put on the same roll 
with the judges who decided that JAMES 
Il. had the power to dispense with the 
penal provisions of acts ef Parliament. 
The attacks of political rascality on 
the Supreme Court for its late decisions, 
are but the frank out-speakings of that 
jacobinism, possessed by whieh, the 
Northern States are drifting toward an- 
archy, and through that hell into un- 
known seas. They are but one symp- 
tom of the malignant disease that is rot- 
ting the bones of she States. It was 
strange enough, to one who could look 
back twenty years, and remembered the 
‘themes with which the orator then 
stirred the popular beart, not only to see 
lawyers, journa ists and legislators shame- 
less enough to pretend a belief in the 
lawfulness of military commissions; but 
to find. thatinall the Northern States 
hardly a voice pratested against them, 
and the public rejoiced over the swift and 
sure “justice whieh they executed on 
unfortunates assumed to be guilty, if they 
could not prove thenselves innocent. It 
did not shock a people, once seemingly 
jealous of its liberties, that the judicial 
functions in mattes of life and death 
were exercised by -he merciless men of 
arms, instead of the ermined judges and 
lawful magistrate clothed with the real 
majesty of the lav.

The Court has put it beyond further 
dispute, that no person can be punished 
or incapacitated as guilty of an offence, 
hin any other way than by a conviction, 
upon a trial by due course of law. That 
is the great point decided. This annuls 
ai! test oaths, no matter by what power 
enacted; and those of Tennessee are 
henceforward as much a dead letter as 
those of Missourl. If it should be still 
attempted to maintain them, let any 
man whose vote is refused, bring his ac- 
tion, Lord Chief Justice HOLT long ago 
| decided that an Englishman could main- 
tain such an action, because, he said, 
his vote is his birthright.”’ 

And alse the Court has conclusively 
settled that the power of the President to 
pardon is plenary, and that no other 
power, of Congress or & Legislature, can 
limit or diminish the effect of a pardou 
given by him. The offence and all its 
cosisequerices are as if they bad never 
been. 

One does wonder that Mr. Justice 

WAYNE should have dissented from 
these conclusions. But no one is amazed 
at Chief Justice Chase, whose appoint- 
ment was one “not fit tobe made,’’ 
since neither bis legal ability or intellec- 
tual greatness entitled him to it; and it 
is for him so completely a stepping-stone 
to politicul preferment, that he dragged 
the ermine through the pollutions of the 
kennel, when it had hardly beeu flang 
Pupon his shoulders. 
Of course, under our miserable system 
of dissenting opinions, which is wholly 
unknown in France, and little indulged 
in in Kngland,and which has become with 
us an intolerable pest and nuisance, the 
minority of the court, through Mr. Jus- 
tice Mriuer, has done all it could to 
weaken the authority of the judgment 
and decision of “ the court.’’ Neverthe- 
less. it may be that these two decisions 
are to eause the people to reflect, and 
arrest the career of radicaliem. The tide 
may be about to turn. But we confess 
that we consider it more probable that 
the mad current will not be stayed by 
the feeble barrier interposed, and that, 
the people will be easily persuaded by 
their leaders to revolutionize the court, 
no matter by what means, and so to put 
all power in the hands of the bedy which 
will then be, not’ a Congress of the 
States, but a National Assembly of the 
populace. When WILLIAM of Orange as- 
cended the English throme, Serjeant 
MAYNARD said to him, “ Your Majesty, I 
am the oldest lawyer at the bar. I have 
outlived ali my brethren; andif your 
Majesty had much longer delayed your 
coming, I should have outlived the law 
itself.’ Thanks to Mr. Justice 
and those who agreed with him, the law 
still lives, short as its lease of life may 
prove, and the rights of man are not 
yet entirely annulled.

RENTS AND REAL ESTATE IN CIN- 
CINNATI. 

The Cincinnati Gazette says that rents 
in that city remain very high. Houses 
that before the war rented for eight and 
ten dollars per month cannot now be had 
for less than twenty-five and thirty dol- 
lars. A single room which could then 
have be@n had for three and four dollars 
per month cannot now be touched for 
less than ten and fifteen dollars, and 


even twenty dollars per ‘month. At 
present a common house, containing six 
or seven rooms, in a cen location, 


will command from fifty to seventy-five 
dollors per month. 

es the same evidence of high 
rents'in Memphis; and not long since a 
fntile attempt was made by some of 
those who pay rents, to have them re- 
duced. Of course the movement was 
merely ide. Rents, like every thing else 
of the nature of prices, are regulated 
chiefly by the relative proportion of de- 
mand and supply. 

But it also oceurs to us that the depre- 
ciation of the currency accounts in large 
measure for the difference between rents 
in Cincinnati before and since the war. 
For the value of the paper currency is 
nat determinable by comparing it with 
gold, which has become an article of 
merchandize, and for which there is no 
general demand, Few persons have 
special occasion to use gold, or care to 
have it. It performs only a few limited 
offices and moves in limited circles, and 
not much except in the great commer- 
cia} centres, where duties are payable, or 
it is meeded for exportation. The real 
value of the currency is determinable by 
the amount of rent and wages it will 
pay, the amount of provision and fuel it 
will purchase, and the like; and for all 
those purpose it is worth far less than it 
appears to be when Compared witb gold.

-The unparalleled unanimity with 
which the Northern States have sus- 
tained the Destructives, léaves no room 
to doubt that hate of the Southtern peo- 
ple, and an insatiate thirst for vwen- 
geance the Northern tMmind, so 
that it will blindly support any . 
ures that the Jacobin leaders ‘ip u- 
gress may originate. Whatever the pri- 
vate opinions of a lean minority’ in the 
dominant States, they are legally parties 
to the acts of their government; and 
they ate morally responsible also, be- 
cause their opposition is limited to feeble 
protests and remonstranees, and few of 
them dare to say that they are nof in 
favor of diafranchising seventeen-twen- 
tieths of the people of the Soutli, and of 
the trial and execution of .the man 
whom the South selected for itsJeader. 

The measures adopted and those pro- 
posed by the leaders of the North in 
Congress, and approved by the va@st ma- 
jority of the people, are not mesures of 
policy, nor even, as is commonly sup- 
posed, measures to perpetuate the power 
of aparty. They are, on tue cobtrary, 
simply parts of a comprehensive Scheme 
of vengeance, dictated by a deathiess 
hatred. To disfranchise all wiito. were 
not faithless to their States, test-oaths 
have been maintained, when nolawyer 
worthy of the name could think that 
they were or that they were not-gousti- 
tutional, contrary to the great» princi- 
ples of English liberty, and equally con- 
trary to the pure principles of justice, 
and of enlighteved wisdom and sound 
policy. 

The military power is still supreme 
over the civil, whenever occasion re- 
quires, and the ‘‘ Magistrates’’ of the 
Freedmen’s Bureau everywhere usurp 
upon the courts aud deny the right of 
the citizen to trial by jury ; and if Mili- 
tary Commissions are Lo longer to mur- 
der civilians pever conuected with the 
army, the exemption of the citizen*from 
this hideous and despicable tyranny is 
owing only toa majority of one on the 
Supretse Bench of the United States. 

To destroy the agriculturai interests of 
the South, the tariff that gives gratuities 
to Northern manufacturers levies an un- 
constitutional tax upon cotton, although 
ours could only compete with that of 
India and Egypt, when, by the best sys- 
tem of labor, for the laborer himself, 
that the world ever saw, it could be pro- 
duced and sold at from four anda half to 
ten and eleven cents per pound, 

And finally, to completely abase and 
humiliate and ruin the Southern States, 
they are to. be declared Provinces, and 
the right of voting and holding office is 
to be confined to hordes of semi-savage 
negroes and a few “ loyalists ’’ and rene- 
gades, to the exclusion of the people at 
large; and this government is to be 
maintained by, bayonets in the hands of 
negro troops. That this is a measure 
dictated by hate, is palpable, since there 
is no man so besotted as not to know 
that the negroes of the plantations are 
not fit to exercise the right of suffrage, 
and that to confer it upon them is to im-

THE FARTHQUAKE AT ALGIERS. 

Thg following letter to the London 
Times gives an interesting account of the 
earthquake which recently occurred at 
Algiers, on the night between the 2d and 


3d of Jahuary : 

This morning, or rather yesterday 
morning, (as it is now nearly the dawn 
of the next day), I was awoke toward 
eight of the morning, I think, by a very 
strong shock of earthquake, particularly 
awful, not only from its sharpness, but 
by its singular motion—gquite different 
from the trembling motion one generally 
feels and hears described, and which re- 
minds most people “of a heavy wagon 
passing by,’’ as one often reads in ac- 
counts; but this one felt like being in 


something—a box, for instance—whieh 
was being shoved along by several angry 

ae over rough ground, but always 
pn one direction. 

The mevement came distinctly from | 
the sea and went inland, and the moment 
it lasted, the houses seemed hopping 
from north to south, and proceeding on- 

It was indescribably 
terrific. I sprang up from the bed and 
was jerked forward. I called all the 
people, and we went down into the court 
and sat there about an hour and a half, 
notwithstanding the rain which fell for 
the first time since two months. Then, 
thioking it was over, we again went up 
te our a ents, but soon after a slight 
shock of the usual trembling kind was 
felt, and some minutes after another 
stronger one, of a swinging motion, but 
without the displacing sensation of the 
first. Since that we have had no other. 
I hear in the town the consternation is 

t. Some houses have fallen fn, all 
the le are sitting in the rain in the 
open places, and all the Jews have fled 
into the fields, shutting their shops, etc. 
A telegram from Blidah announces the 
fall of forty house’ in that town, and the 
town of Medah has also much suffered. 

One of the walls of our house is cracked, 
and the gafden walis are rent from top 
to bottom, It is true they are old, but 
still it is awful to see. Another shock is 
announced, I do not know why, and so 
none of us sleep this might; a man is 
placed near the great door, to open it di- 
rectly he feels auything, and I am sit-| 
ting up in my bed, whence I am writing. | 
Other circumstances make the pight, 
most dismal. My rooms are leaky, and 
dhe rain pattering in the tin basins put 
to receive it, makes a most melancholy 
sound; the whole day has been most 
dreary, as when it rains a tomb-like chill 
pervades the house, which no fire can 
dispel, and the little, old-fashioned Moor- 
ish windows let in — any light.

FRENCH FAS NS. 

Paris correspondence Lo Queen.) 
Brocaded dresses are}very generally 
worn at the Italiensa t the opera, the 
favorite mixture being brocaded gold 
silk, on a white ground. At candlelight 
these dresses are highly effective, and 
harmonize well with the amber orna- 
mente which are all the rage at the pres- 
entmoment in Paris. It is the milky 
aluber which is so fashionable, and not 
the yellow cut amber which was in vogue 
several years ago. The favorite patterns 
in brocaded dresses are garlands, stripes 
and spots, all on rather a large scale. 
i.oug links of beads are also produced in 
brocade; these descend in straight lines 
the front of the skirt, and then form fes- 
toons above the hem. Brocaded dresses 
are usually eut in the oe form, and 
are fastened the entire length of the front 
with either large jet or gimp buttons. 
They are made with longer trains than 
any other material, and are rarely orna- 
mented with any trimming whatever. 
When these brocades are made into low 
dresses, a berthe, measuring barely two 
inches iu depth, is added round the shoul- 
ders, and is finiahed off round the edge 
either with white bugi¢ fringe or narrow 
white lace. The newest opera cloaks are 
cut in the form of loose short paletots, 
d are made either of white cashmere, 
tin or velvet, and trimmed with fur. 
I saw one of this style made of empress- 
blue velvet and bordered, with grobe; 
another made of white cashmere and

Changes in the Government of Poland. 

A St. Petersburg telegram of January 
5th says: 

Three ukases concerning Poland, and 
bearing date the 19th Decenfber, have 
been issued to-day. The first introduces 
the Russian system into the financial 
administration of Poland, and publishes 
a provisional financial direction at War- 
saw, under the control of the finance 
ministry at St. Petersburg. The defin- 
itive constitution of this office as a per- 
manent finance direction is reserved. 
The second ukase regulates the postal 
administration of Poland, and subordi- 
nates it to the Russian ministry of posts 
and telegraphs. The third decree simp- 
lifies the general Polish administration. 
Tt orders that from the 15th of January 
Poland shal! be divided into five instead 
of ten proviicial governments and 
eighty-five districts, and that officers for 
the payment of the taxes shail be estab- 
lished on that day in the governments 
and districts, according to the new 
division of the new Silos. 

It also grants fuller powers to the gov- 
ernors, and orders the formation of local 
bodies of guards. 

The sentences passed upon the Polish 
exiles who took part in the revolt in 
Siberia, having been confirmed by the 
emperor, have been carried into effect. 
Of the seven condemned to death four 
have been shot and the remainder sént 
off to be kept at hard labor, together 
with those who were sentenced to the 
latter punishment. Corporal punish- 
ment has been remitted in all cases. 

The London Jimes says the imperial 
decrees abolish all that remained of 
Poland asa separate kingdom. Russia 
has had ber will, and Polish natiouality 
ceases to exist. 


Curious Accident from Lime and Kero- 
sene. 


Mr. Samuel Cox, of the town of Sara- 
toga, Wino county, Wis., met with a 
serious accident on Friday week, while 
slacking a quantity of common lime in a 
kerosene barrel in the cellar. After add- 
ing water,and while stirring with a 
stick, he brought a lighted candle in cen- 
tact with the steam or gas, which in- 
stantly exploded, throwing him some 
eight or ten feet against the cellar wall, 
ripping up the house floor, throwing 
Mrs. Cox from her chair and burning 
several of her fingers to a blister, and 
burning the lips and tongue of a young 
lady who was standing at a table in the 
same room. The hole through the floor 
was about four feet by eight. Particles 
of lime were thrown all over the house. 
The explosion was terrific, and notwith- 
standing being shut up in the house, it 
was heard at a distance of a quarter of a 
mile, The face and hands of Mr. Cox 
were burned to a blister, and he was oth- 
erwise bruised so that he was confined to 
his bed. His eyes were also swollen shut 
for two days. Under medical care he is 
doing well.

Opening of the Cormell Library at 
Ithaca. 


The founding of the Cornell university 
is only one of Senator Cornell's philan- 
thropic schemes for building up his town 
and county. Another of them, recently 
set in vigorous operation, was duly set 
apart on the 20th of December by public 


exercises, which are described by the 


correspondent of one of our exchanges: 

**At the voluntary ringing of bells and 
firing of guns about one thousand per- 
sons crowded into the beautiful and com- 
modious lecture-room of the Cornell li- 
brary building, to behold one of the 
grandest ceremonies it could be their 
to witness. lion. John M. Nel- 

reg presided. After prayer by the Rev. 
Willian; Searles, of the Methodist 
chureh, Mr. Cornell, in a plain, unosten- 
tious, but impressive manner, nade over 
to the citizens of Ithaca and Tompkins 


county the Cornell library building and 


all its appurtenances, by presenting the 
deed and keys to a board of trustees. B. 
G. Ferris, in an appropriate speech, ac- 
cepted the princely gift, and, so far as 
words could, thanked Mr. Cornell in the 
name of the trustees and citizens. A 
hymn was sung, end the dedication 
prayer was offered by Rev. Thomas C, 
Strong, of the Reformed Dutei church. 

The building, one hundred and four by 
sixty-four feet, and four stories high, is 
imposing in appearance, and cost sixty- 
one thousand dollara, It contains rooms 
let for the postoffice, national bank, and 
other offices, the rentof which go to help 
the library and pay expenses.

The American Game of Hitltards. 

A correspondent asks us which na 
tional game of billiards we think to t 
the best, the American, the French o 
English. Our answer briefly is, that w 
do not think American billiards to t 
any game atall. The English practiced 
is but little better, while the Frencl} 
mode of play, upon French made tables 
is the only one entitled to be called 
game. The American table, in the firs 
place, is too high for an easy swingin 
action of the arm and elbow, and in thes 
faults the Hnglish people is as bad o 
worse. The English table also shar 
withthe American table the folly o 
being pierced for six pockets, to rende 
counting easy, and thus reducing th 
efforts of the player to succeed. Th 
English game, however, is superior 
the American in employing but tbr 
balls, and in baving those balls, sik 
those of the French, of a size whiel, ca 
carry the twist or “life’’ imparted t 
them by the cue through thiree o 
four circuits of the table. The Amerg 
ican players, on the other band, use bal 
of such gross size that the life of their 
execution is soon absorbed in their owr 
dead weight, and thus, after making per 
haps two circuits of the tale, they 
left capable only Of the plainest laws o 
motion. To make up for this disability 
an additional ball has been put upon the 
American table, and this has resulted i; 
a puerile and childish practice, whic) 
enables experts, like McDevitt, Dion an 
Foster, to run two and three, and even 
four hundred, whenever they can get 
good opportunity to tumble the balls 
gether. This is mere baby play, and ut- 
terly unworthy of the name of billiards - 
and as long as it is maintained as a rt 
of our game, and four big balls are pd 
upon the table, so long will the billiard
